('(>!. .lolin^on was not in crood trim phy^icjilly. He was >nfTerin<r 
from an Httack of lumbago and could hardly rise from hi» seat with- 
out help. NoCwitlutanding his infirmities, he ItnQched his important 
message with force and logic, made it niisrhty dear that he knew and 
felt what lie was j^ayintr. The cause of the great common people was

Wlckllffa, Kv.. Oct. 7.— The third 

real sen>ati(>ii of the camp.Tij,;n betweeu 
former Senator i bales U. McCreary .'ud 
Judge O'Kear for the governorship oi 
Kentucky, was sprung heie today by 
Senator McCreary when he charged his 
Republican opponent witl; having |> : - 
ticipatcd 111 a meeting; at ll.e lialt 
lliiu.se in Louisville in January. I'mn, 
with W. a. Taylor and others, and 
claimed that Judge O'Kear made a 
sp ee c h la that meeting in which he ad- 
vocated the use oi armed men and vio- 
lence to keep Taylor in ofltee. 
First Hand Rvidence. 

Senator McCreary baid that he had 
been trying to secure this evidence for 

t he past month, hut it was not until 
I'riday, iu Louisville, that he secured 
the word of a man who was it: that ecu 
lerence and who heard all that was 
said by Taylor, Judge O'Rear anJ 
others, with reference to the course to 
be l ursued by Taylorand his associates 
to retain the oUke tc which tbajr claim- 
ed to hav^ beeu elected. 

Dates O'Rear teXeH. 

Not only did i-enator McCreary 
charge Judge U'Rear with hiiving made 
a speech in that conference In which he 
advocated violence, but he called on 
him to tell tlie people of Kentucky wiiy 
ne banded with Taylor, and dared hira 
to tell what he bad said in that speech 
of eleven years ago.

Clod knows that is what 
want and It is all we ask Hi'store 
the government to the people. lie 
i.eed not propose any conloniion on 
that propoaltion.

Breckenridge county 
has its fnak la Sinking Crtck, a no 
mean stream that suddenly disappears 
iindernroi.iiil, not to rt-aiu'enr for the 
distame of six miles. In Tar Spring's 
this county has, also, an oddity unique 
among American singularities. 

The Tar Springs are four mites from 
Cloverpoit, from whicli point they are 
reached. One journeys from the city 
to the sprittga by carriage. Every steo 
of the way is interesting. Cloverport is 
situated at the toe of a horseshoe bend 
made by the Ohio river. The ma-n 
street runs along the river edse. One 
has a singularly fine view in two direc 
tions of the majestic Ohio. If you have 
aught of a capacity for the btantiful, 
you will abide here intil you have sat- 
isfied > our desire wit h tlie opulence i>: 
the sun.set glory ti-.at fv.riis the (Jhio in- 
to a glassy sea, reflecting the gorgeous 
tintings in the indescribatrty beautiful 
handiwork of the Ma.ster Artist. If you 
have any of the sportsmanlike eager- 
ness fif the antiquarian, you will learn 
the old traditions and thrilling heroics 
that spell out the bravery and fidelity 
of pioneer men and women in their 
struggle a>;ainst steadfast forests, swift- 
footed ai.imais and sor.l terrifying sav- 
ages as never hath beet: writ in the his- 
tofy books. 

The road leans one up and by "The 
Castle," where we are visiting and eti- 
joying or.r vac. ition days so full\ tliat 
tiiey seem to fairly rush headlong with 
the dizzy speed of an uncontrolled, de- 
scendinkT aeroplane. "The Castle"— 
thereby hangs a tale. "Before the war" 
and long hfiore petroleuui wn."- di.scov- 
ered, an English syndicate di.scovered 
and developed a mine of pure cannel 
CJal. Thia mine is situated a few miles 
in the interior from Cloverport. A rail- 
roaii was liriit from the town to the 
mine. This was long before the pres- 
ent "Henderson Route" was built. All 
shipping was done bv river. At C'"- 



rerport tbt oonpAajr sptM hnndreds of 
thoasands of tfottart. Thty bvllt great 

retorts where the cannel i oal wav re- 
duced to its constituent elements, the 
primary one being an oil. which was 
shipped to England in barrels. This 
oicsss l uted a barrel factory. The gas 
produced In the reduction of the coal 
wi»s used for lighting the vast works 
The piping used to conduct the gas to 
"The Castle" is still in the ba<ement of 
the building. 

The manager of this great undertak 
inKw.isa Scotchman. He rhoae oat 
tile r.iost advantageous location in the 
whole vicinity. This spot is a small 
plateau of four or Hve acres, with an 
elevation of about two bundled feet 
above the valley below, where the re- 
el, icing works were located. The pla; 
teau terminates w,lh an abrupt descent 
to the valley below. I'i.c c "!icights 
ot hospitality" are covered with mag- 
nificent forest treaa of oak, beech, elm, 
hickory, walttttt and poplar. Prom the 
plateau one comnatids an entire view 
of the Ohio as it makes its great horse- 
shoe bend,the valley and the highlands 
on the Indiana sloe. 

On this spot, ' the heart's desire of 
the artist," the Scotchman built the 
duplicate of ac.isile loved by him in lus 
native "heath and heather." Its quaint 
old world architecture, Its beautiful in 
erior, it^ wonderful labyrinthine cellers 
tnd ti e ur.parallelled view which un- 
folds before one as you sit on the piazza 
makes this place noteworthy. Just as 
The Castle" was being completed 
the builder was sent to another plant 
by the company and he never occupied 
It. It is said that he built another just 
like tliis one at his new location and as 
it was near or j ist completed his wile 
died in the home-land and he never 
realized his ambition to bring his family 
to "Tiie Ca>tle" In tb.e new world. 

The war came, bringing all great 
works to a .standstill, then petroleum 
was discovered, making obsolete this 
process, the mine was closed, the re- 
torts fell into decay and were finally 
displaced to make room for the railroad 
shojis that no,., c('> the land. There 
remains naugiit ot the railroad but tiie 
roadbed. 

"The Castle" remained unoccupied 
ar.d fell into decay. A prominent Lou- 
isville f.iir.ily bought it and tore away a 
large part. Out of the material they 
built a summer home on the old .site. 
Three years ago my sister's husband 
bougnt the place and moved here from 
Louisville

Making Rugs Out Of Scraps. 



Who Slirted Th«MT 



For the sisters who wish to know how 
to make rugs from scraps of silk or 
velvet, we give the f'lllowing: Cut the 
scraps in l)ie<:es or strips about two 
inches long; then sew them tlirou;;li tiie 
middle to a piece of heavy cloth about 
a yard and a half long Make the 
center "hit and miss," of harmonious 
colors, then a strip*', if you have mater- 
ial suitable, then liinisli the border hit 
and miss. Commence in the roicldle 
and sew toward the outer edge. 

Another way is to cut the pieces into 
strips about two inches wide, stw eniis 
together as for carpet weaving, then 
put the rufHer on the sewing machine 
and gather, :icant or full, through the 
middle of the strip, ami ^cv^• these 
Strips oil u piece of heavy cloth the re- 
quired width and length. 

Another way is to <■ : iiito strips ar.d 
sew as for i irpcl, and take to the 
weaver and l ..\ c \."ven the required 
sise. The cloth to which the scraps are 
sewed should be heavy enough to lie 
llat on the i^ior without curling up at 
the corners or ends. 

For using up pieces of woolen dress 
goods, old or nuu, t;il;c in large pieces 
which you can siiape to suit yourself, as 
well as the small (lieces; have a founda- 
tion of heavy cloth and sew these pieces 
on as you would for a "craty quilt,'* 
thk t, w<>v\<. the scan.-, with all liartnoniz- 
ing c I rs o i .i pel chain. The pieces 
may tx- limi! w i.i cotton batting if 
liked, which gives iliero a raised look. 
Pisces of men's wear and heavy flsniMl 
make good rugs la this way, aad khay 
are serviceable. 

A very handsome rug can be made by 
Cttttlng all scraps into Was strips, an 
iooh or two wide, sewing as io^r carpet 
rags, mixing the > olors harmoniously, 
•veo dyeing some uf the rags with 
Mgbt colors, ani send them to the 
weaver for a suitable sized rug. The 
tinikhed rug should look like cbealla 
whaa doaa.— HeUn Wattt llcVer la 
Tha Commonor.

The first newspaper published in 

America was issued in Boston on Sep- 
tember 2s, I6!)(i. It was "prii tci; by 
k. l^icrce for rierjamin Harris." In 
the first issue the publisher promised 
that the paper "shall be furnished once 
a month (or if a Glut or 0<»:urance 
hajipei:, nftener) with an ..ccount of 
.such considerable things us have oc- 
cured unto our notice; to give a faith- 
ful relation of all such things, and to 
enlightas the pnblieas to the oocurraats 
of Divine I'rovtdenc^.- " It gava a 
summary of tiie importuut news of tba 
time and was (|uite readalile it not ex- 
actly spicy. To us it would appear a 
very harmless sbaat; but tha authorities 
of that <1ay were very rigid la thair 
censorship of the press, and after a few 
Issues Mr Harris' paper was su|)press- 
ed because "it catue out contrary to 
law and contained reflections o( a very 
high nature."
